Washington, October 30.—(Special.)— 
“President Roosevelt's official announce- 
ment to government employees to the 
effect that they were not required to go 
home to vote unless they want to, may 
come back to plague him when he comes 
up for reelection,” remarked an _ en- 
thusiastic political hustler, who has for 
a number of years made it his business 
to round up all the voters in the depart- 
‘ments and send them home to cast their 
ballots in the national -elections. 

Early in the present campaign the 
party workers on- both sides made an ef- 
fort to induce the government employees 
in Washington to contribute to the re- 
spective campaign funds. The president 
heard of it and promptly issued an order 
prohibiting anyone in the government 
service from soliciting campaign contri- 
butions. He went further and announced 
that employees in the government ser- 
vice need not feel obliged to contribute 
to the campaign fund of their party, and 
they could use their own discretion and 
convenience about going home to vote. 

“The president’s® order will, cost us 
several thousand votes,” said an indig- 
nant republican, who hag not only made 
his contribution to the campaign fund, 
but who intends to go home to vote, as 
he has done for many years past. “TI 
have been trying to get my friends who 
have votes in New York to go home on 
election day, and in many instances I 
have volunteered to furnish them with 
transportation, but they say that they 
rely on the president to protect them 
against any attack which is to be made 
upon them hereafter by the political 
bosses. 

“This is not all,’’ continued the New 
Yorker. “The railroad companies are 
putting up a stiff kick because so few 
voters are going home from Washington 
this year. They usually carry out of the 
capital city from seven to ten thousand 
voters at half rates. They have offered 
half rates again this year, but so far not 
a thousand applications have been made 
for the cheap-rate election tickets.” 


Required to Give Percentage. 

For a number of years voters in the 
government departments were expected 
not only to contribute a certain percent- 
age of their annual salary—the men as 
well as the women—to the campaign fund 
of the party in power. Alfof the states 
had regular organizations here and they 
were officered by prominent officials. 
Public officers in many instances gave 
more attention to the political affairs of 
their respective states than they did to 
the business of the government. One 
notable specimen of this class was Colonel 
Dan Grosvenor, a brother of Representa- 
tive Grosvenor, of Ohio. ‘‘Dan’’ was 
chief of division in the treasury depart- 
ment, but he devoted most of his time to 
looking after the Ohio vote resitent in 
Washington. His office was the head-

upon the street and in public convey- 
ances. This child was allowed to die 
without. any of the remedies known to 
medical science being used, and medical 
men called before us testified that the 
_ life of the child could have been saved 
| had proper treatment been used and 
| proper remedies applied. 

“This so-called Christian Science treat- 
ment was used at the instance and re- 
quest of the parents of the child, the 
father daily attending to business after 
nights spent in the sick room; 

“We feel that a flagrant violation of

An effort will be made this afternoon 
to override the mayor’s veto, but the 
outcome is uncertain. It is expected that

The second tender 
was to W. D. Porter, cashier of the 
Farmers and Merchants’ bank at Oxford, 
who likewise declined it, neither of the 
two gentlemen desiring to take such tre- 
mendous risk in return for a small 
amount of honor and a salary of y-,.-v 
per year. | 

The office of treasurer is generally 
looked upon throughout Mississippi as 
having a “hoodoo” attachment, a view 
that is somewhat substantiated by the 
fact that tne state has had three treas- 
urers in three years, and the office has 
keen productive of more scandals and 
sensations than any other ofuce in.the 
state. 

Government Land Office. 

The report of mon. F. W. Collirs, rec- 
istrar of the government land office for 
Mississippi, shows that sixteen thousand 
acres of government land have been soli 
in this state since the Ist of June, and a 
large number of homestead entries and 
offers to purchase are now on file await- 
ing approval. The records of the office 
show that only about 130,000 acres are 
left for sale, and Senator McLaurin has 
a bill pending in congress providing for 
the donation of these lands to the state 
for the use of the common school fund,” 
and which will probably be passed dur- 
ing the coming session. Thus will prac- 
tically terminate the usefulness of the 
office, so far as entries are concerned, 
but it is not Hkely that it will be abol- 
ished by the government for many years 
to come, owing to the numerous compli- 
cations that would be likely to arise. 

Osteopaths in Mississippi. 

The supreme court of Mississippi! now 
has under advisement the _ interesting 
question of whether the osteopaths op- 
erating in the state are violating ...e laws 
regulating the practice of medicine, and 
in case {t should be decided in the nega- 
tive a large ntfmber of osteopaths will 
be liable to finec.and imprisonment. 

The question is brought up in the case 
of Dr. Hayden v. the state, appealed from 
the circuit court of Alcorn county, where- 
in Dr. Hayden was convicted of practic- 
ing medicine without license. The state 
contends that osteopaths sometimes use 
drugs in the practice of their profession, 
snd in doing so they enter the province 
of medicine. ,A decision to this effect 
was made by the supreme court of Ala- 
bama some time ago and it now remains 
to be seen whether the Mississippi court 
will verify the accuracy of the finding 
,of its sister court.

Where is the line between the in- 
fatuation of a redundant imagination 
and the inspiration of a soul en rgp- 
port with God? 

Who shall presume to answer this 
question? Religion is based upoh 
faith, which, in its supremest devyclop- 
ment, feels equal to the removal of 
mountains. Faith being the actuating 
essence of the religionist, and religion 
being accepted as the one truth of 
mortal being, who shall attempt to de- 
fine relfgious rationalism in contra- 
distinction to religious fanaticism? 

Who, indeed! And yet there are 
times when an arbitrary decision is 
demanded of the law—a_ decision 
which will seize faith by its Elijah’s 
mantle, so to speak, and pull it back 
to the walks of human rule and rote. 
It is passing strange, in this material- 
istic age, when primitivism in what- 
ever form has yielded to the all-engulf 
ing tide of modernity, that organized 
sects and tenets of ‘spiritual faith ° 
fantastic enough to have been sudden: | 
ly transplanted from the shadow of 
antiquity, exist and sometimes seem to 
flourish. The time in which we live is 


only revolutionary in respect to man’s 
physical handiwork. In his psychic 
aspects the modern man is twin broth- 
er to the man of any era of old Omar 
Khayyam’s seven thousand years. 
When the psalmist reflected wearily 
that there was nothing new under the 
sun, he had reference only to that 
which is within man, and the applica- 
tion is particularly germane to man’s 
sou)-affiatus.

Mitchell on Strikes. 

In accepting a gold watch and other 
articles presented by the strikers the 
other day, John Mitchell, president of 
the Mine - Workers’ Union, declared 
that he longed for the day when 
strikes would be no more and when 
labor and capital would settle all dis- 
putés amicably and justly. 

We do not doubt that Mr. Mitchell 
meant al] that he said. He has shown 
himself to the American people as a 
man of cool head and admirale traits 
of character. His devotion to the best 
interests of labor renders him deserv- 
ing of his position as a great leader in 
Yet his knowl. 
and experience should have 
taught him before this that he, nor 
any other man, can expect his desire 
to arrive so long as thi’. government is 
administered as abev.utely as it is, u7- 
der republican contol, in the interests 
of capital and not of labor. 

Mr. Mitchell is not blind or deaf. 
He can see that the republican party 
is manned and operated in behalf of 
the great combinations of capital that 
are monopolizing sources of supply 
and methods of distribution. He 
knows as well as any man should that 
the very strike he has been direct'ng 
could not have happened but for re 
publican laws made to foster and for- 
tify the combine whose rapacities his 
labor organization has been resisting. 

The only hope of bringing about con- 
ditions in this country that. will en- 
force equal rights between labor and 
capital is to be found in the possibil- 
ity of defeating and keeping defeated 
the party of special privileges, protec- 
tive tariffs and trust immunities. So 
long as the miners of Pennsylvania 
and the workingmen of other states 
permit themselves to be dragooned 
into the support of that party they 
must expect to be dealt by as all other 
men are who lack the knowledge and 
nerve to work out and maintain their 
own emancipation. 

Next Tuesday the country will proba- 
bly see a hundred thousand trust-rob- 
bed miners in Pennsylvania march up 
to the polis and cast their ballots for 
the party that originated, protects and 
defends the trusts. They will throw 
away their independence and yield to 
the barons of protection, monopoly 
and labor-looting the only weapon with 
which the, workingman can ever se 
cure and defend his rights—his ballot! 

When Mr. Mitchell and other labor 
leaders get courage enough to tell 
their followers that the only party and 
government worthy of their suffrages 
is the party of “equal rights to all 
men and special. privileges to none,” 
the sooner will he and his colleagues 
be in the way to realize the hope he 
so pathetically voiced. 


Is Co-Education Doomed? 
In no country since time began has 


there been such a social promiscuity 
of the sexes as in America. However 
such liberality may have affected mor- 
als and manners, it is responsible for 
some bizarre aspects of modern femi- 
ninity—for example, the “new wo- 
man.” 


Without doubt, co-education has 


‘done much—if, indeed, it has not been 


the primary influence—to throw men 


'and women closely together in the 


workaday affairs of life. Civilizations 
older than ours, which still keep wo 


man in her ancient place, or segregate 


her even against the grasping hand of 


commercialism, have rigidly adhered | 


to the separate school, believing it to 
be in a large degree the preservative 
of what is most exquisitely feminine 
and essentially womanly in the weak- 


er sex. 
After a generation’s trial of co-edu- 


_catfon—after woman has not hesitated 


to compete with man in every avenue 


of bread-winning and material en- 


deavor, even at the expense of home- 
keeping and the maternal instinct—is 
the age prepared to deliberately nulli- 
fy all previous verdicts and all precon- 
ceived opinions as to the success of 
no sex line in education? It would 
seem so. 

After no little agitation of this great 
question, it has been determined by 
the trustees of the University of Chi- 
cago, in the ratio of 13 to 3, to keep 
the sexes separate during the first two 
years of the college course. President 
Harper, who speaks of the revolution- 
ary change as an experiment, ex-| 
presses the view that the retention of 
the old system during the latter half 
of the college course will serve to ef- 
fectively compare the relative merits 
of the two systems.

But is Minerva 
wiser when she tries to awe the sly 
little god in the dignity of a senior’s 
cloak? 

Be this as it may, the University of 
Chicago has dealt coeducation a 
sledgehammer blow. The compromise 
implied in the new system is merély 
a blind door of escape from the old 
system, and the most progressive uni- 
versity in America will slip quietly 
through it in due time. Other great 
educational institutions are gravely 
considering taking the same course— 
notably the Northwestern university— 
and college presidents and professors 
who have long been loth to be drawn 
out on the subject are. not hesitating 
to pronounce against co-education on 
‘general principles. 

The theory of coeducation is that 
the intellectual contact of the sexes, 
with the attending slight social con- 
tact, serves to supply to each a sub- 
tile stimulus to higher endeavor, while 
exerting a restraining influence where 
most desired that it should. Practical 
experience has exploded this theory, 
which, like most theories, is idealisti- 
cally beautiful, but reckless in its 
reckoning with human nature. Edu- 
cation, no more than religion, can 
maintain an ethical parity between 
spirit and flesh, and in this vital sense 
co-educa.ion was foredoomed to fail- 
ure. Many who will be slow to aban- 
don .ue system because of influences 
regarded as good and conditions 
krown to be convenient and econom- 
ical, cannot but have misgivings that 
it has in it elements of demoralization 
to study and mental growth. The con- 
centration and abstraction necessary 
to master text books is surely not in- 
duced by a commingling of the sexes, 
especially when young and’ suscepti- 
ble. 

In accordance with the new order 
adopted, the University of Chicago 
will at once take steps to make the 
segregation of the sexes complete. 
New lecture rooms, laboratories and 
dormitories are to be constructed, and 
for the first two years of the collegiate 
course the young men and young wo- 
men might as well be in distinctly sep- 
arate institutions. As to the last two 
years, we will see what we will see. 

So much for the mere -educational 
phase of intersexual association. Im- 
portant as is this reactionary move- 
ment upon its face, perhaps it has a 
covert significance also. What if it 
foreshadows a backward step toward 
the old world’s safeguarding of woman 
from larger and more intimate associ- 
ations with man in the battle of life?

‘IN CRAWFORD, a 14-year-old 
J ony and a page in the house of rep- 

resentatives, was the swhject of some 
interesting legislation by that body yes- 
terday, following closely upon a Warm 
discussion relative to his discharge by 
Messenger Penn. 

Briefly stated, John Crawford was dis- 
covered by Hon, George Bell, of Eman- 
uel, a subscription was raised, he was 
neatly dressed and a position was se- 
cured for him as page in the house at 
the salary, a princely one for him, of $2 
a day. After serving seven days, John 
was discharged by Messenger Penn, being 
allotted a few days at the end of the 
session. The cause of this action was 
that Messenger Penn had promised 
places for more pages than he had to 


give them. 

Just before the house adjourned yes- 
terday Mr. Bell introduced a privileged 
resolution providing that Johg Crawford, 
page, who had been disc ed by the 
messenger, without cause, reinstated 
for the full term of fifty days. 

‘The case is just this,”’ said Mr. Bell. 
“We found John on the streets, a ragged 
messenger boy earning a few pennies a 
day. and learned that a widowed mother, 
an invalid brother and two sisters were 
practically dependent on him for support. 
We brought him to the capitol and raised 
enough money to get him some good 
clothes and then secured him a place as 
a page. He is a bright boy, one of the 
brightest who has served in this capac- 
ity, and now he has beén fired by Mes- 
senger Penn without sufficient cause— 
for no other reason than because he 
didn’t have a pull. Mr. Penn secured 
severnml votes because of his promise to 
appoint this boy, and I now appeal for 
his reinstatement for the full term of 
fifty days."”

WHY THE STATE 
FAILED TO ACT 


Truce Was Declared While 
the Depot Negotiations 
Were Pending, 


ATTORNEY E. T. BROWN 
HEARD BY COMMITTEE 


Chairman Hall, of Bibb, Thought the 
Roads Had No Right to the 
Structure and Believed Res- 
clution Might Embar- 

Tass the State. 


The special committee from the house, 
appointed to investigate the lease contract 
between the state and the lessees of the 
State road concerning the union depot, 
held a short meeting at the capitol yes- 
terday afternoon and heard from Hon. 
Ed T. Brown, the special attorney of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. Another 
meeting of the committee will be held 
Monday afternoon, at which time the 
Tepresentatives of the lessee will be 
heard. 

Mr. Brown stated he was the author of 
the resolution adopted in 1899 providing 
that the lessee company should keep up 
the property, and in answer to a question 
by Chairman Hall, of Bibb, he said the 
state had not proceeded under the pro- 
visions of the resolution because of the 
negotiations which were pending be- 
tween the state authorities and the roads 
relative to a new depot. 

The members of the committee present 
were Mr. Hall, of Bibb, chairman: Mr. 
Blackburn, of Fulton; Mr. Stovall, of 
Chatham, and Mr. McHenry, of Floyd. 
Mr. Rainey, of Terrell, was the only 
member absent. 


Author of Resolution. 

After explaining that he had drawn 
the resolution which was adopted, Mr. 
Brown stated he had considered the other 
roads as mere licensees and only Hable 
up to the amount of the money they had 
put into the property until it should have 
been equalled by a fair rental of the 
premises. Shortly after the adoption of 
the resolution, he said, the representa- 
tives of the roads came before the gov- 
ernor, attorney géneral and the state’s 
special attorney and a conference was 
held. He said the roads expressed a 
Willingness to yield whatever right they 
had to the property when the state began 
work on a new depot. A sort of truce had 
been declared while these negotiations 
were pending, and that was why the state 
had not proceeded against the roads. 

“Do you think that the law gave you 
and the governor any discretion in the 
matter?’’ inquired Mr. Hall. 

“I certainly did,’’ replie@€ Mr. Brown. 

A copy of the resolution was then se- 
cured and Mr. Hall called attention to a 
part of it, which, he said, he had op- 
posed when the matter came up in the 
house because, he said, it intimated that 
the roads had some interest in the struc- 
ture, to which he did not agree. He 
thought it might embarrass the state in 
getting the passenger station, because he 
thought the roads had no right to the 
Structure. He said it was a mere ac- 
quisition on the part of the state that 
the roads were allowed to Build. :

Senator Sullivan Would Exempt 
Them fom Taxation, — 


Bill for Amendment to Constitution 
Which Will, if Adopted, He 
Thinks, Make Georgia the 
Greatest Cotton Manu- 
facturing State. 


One of the most important bills intro- 
duced in the senate yesterday was the 
Measure by Senator Sullivan, of the 
@Cighteenth district, providing for an 
amendment to the state constitution so 
as to exempt from all taxation, for a 
period of not more than ten years, any 
new investment in cotton manufacturing 
industry in Georgia. 

A similar bill was introduced in the 
legislature last year by the same senator, 
and while it passed the upper house it 
reached the house of representatives to- 
ward the heel of the session and too late 
to be acted upon. The measure is de- 
signed to encourage new cotton manu- 
facturing industries to locate in this state 
by offering an inducement that is now 
held out by other southern states—notably 
North and South Carolina and Alabama. 

Promoters of cotton factories have 
given as an excuse for not settling in 
Georgia the fact that they would be 
taxed the same as old established con- 
cerns of like character, and under the cir- 
cumstances they were unwilling to make 
the experiment,. especially in view of the 
fact that adjoining states offered flatter- 
ing inducements in order to have this 
class of industry establish their plants 
within the borders of these states. 


Good Bill, Says Author. 


Mr. Sullivan said yesterday: 

“There is absolutely no reason in the 
world why Georgia should not be the 
greatest cotton manufacturing state in 
this country. We are possessed of all 
the natural advantages which make the 
state peculiarily adapted for the purposes 
of manufacturing goods from the recog- 
nized staple of the south. We are right 
in the heart of the great cotton belt 
and mills and factories should be all 
over the state. The only reason we are 
not now the greatest cotton manufactur- 
ing state is that other states offer such 
desirable inducements in the way of tax 
exemptions that those who seek gouthern 
investment go to those states, I believe 
my bill is a good one, and I think others 
will agree with me when its provisions 
are properly understood.” 

The bill was read for the first time yes- 
terday morning and was referred, at the 
request of its author, to the committee 
on general judiciary for consideration and 


report.

Before a representative audience Thom- 
as E. Watson last night talked interest- 
ingly under the auspices of the Atlanta 
Lecture Association at the Grand opera 

house, 

“TMhe South’ was his subject, and it 
was the special effort of this widely- 
known Georgian to throw the lime light 
of deserving praise on some of the pages 
of history in which the territory south 
of Mason and Dixon’s line had been buried 
in oblivion through the- prejudice of 
northern writers. 

Mr. Watson laid especial stress on the 
part played by the south during the war 
of the revolution and contrasted with 
statements and statistics the deeds of 
almost forgotten and unknown heroes 
of the lower colonies, the fictitious and 
exaggerated assistance rendered by those 
of the ‘horth whose praises have been 
sung in song and story. 

With much safcasm he drew the deadly

_The city detectives who are working on 
the case say that Thomas will probably 
be indicted on other charges this morn- 
ing. 

When he was taken before Ju&tice 
Bateman yesterday, Thomas waived pre- 
liminary trial and was required to give a 
$5,000 bond. The prisoner asked the judge 
if he did not think the bond rather 
high, and Justice Bateman replied that 
from what he had heard of the case he 
believed the bond to be very reasona- 
ble.

The board of control of the Atlanta 
union passenger station yesterday closed 
a contract with Grant Wilkins for the 


complete repair of the roof of the car 
shed. 


The repairs will be such as to amount 
to practically a new roof. The amount 
to be expended upon them is $3,760. Such 
of the materia] as cannot be obtained 
in Atlanta has already been ordered and 
Mr. Wilkins yesterday began work get- 
ting ready to make the repairs. 

For several weeks the terrible condi- 
tion of the roof has attracted much at- 
tention from travelers and from all who 
passed the west end of the shed. A hole 
several yards square was blown in the 
roof by a passing locomotive some time 
ago and this has gradually grown until 
almost the entire western end of the shed 
is open to the sky. 

The members of the board of control 
take exception to the remarks that have 
been made on the floor of the house by 
certain memb 

mbers to the effect fhat the 
roads were not doing their duty in caring 
for the shed. The members of the board 
state that enough money has been spent 
on the shed to build quite a commodious 
depot and claim that the original faulty 
construction of the shack is responsible 
for its present condition much more than 
any lack of repairs. 

Board Chairman Talks. 

-In speaking of the matter yesterday to 
a representative of The Constitution, the 
chairman of the board said: 

“The members of the legislature who 
are charging us with neglecting the union 
passenger station have: certainly failed 
to inform themselves as to the amount 
of money which the roads have spent 
upon It. 

“Since 1890 the roads have spent $43,102 
for betterments on the car shed. A con- 
tractor could certairily make a handsome 
margin by duplicating the present shed 
for that figure. And understand that by 
betterments we mean repairs which have 
been so extensive as to require special 
appropriations. Small repairs have been 
included in operating expenses and so are 
not included in this amount. I haven’t 
the figures as to small repairs at hand, 
but during’ the period of twelve years 
they would doubtless foot up to quite a 
good sum. 

“These figures are taken from our rec- 
ords and are absolutely correct. The 
large amount expended for betterment 
was distributed dumng the twelve years 
as follows: 

1890, $1,224.95; 1891, $10,412.12; 1892, $1,991.05; 
1893, $2,349.08; 1894, $1,460.01; 1895, $2,141.31; 
1896, $1,460.01; 1897, $1,920.32; 1898, $1,282.81; 
1899, 1,668.17;° 1900, $1,692.79; 1901:and 1902 up 
to’ present time, $15,400.14; total, $43,103. 

“Add to this the $3,760 which is: to be 
spent for the present repairs to the roof 
and the roads will have spent $46,863 for 
betterments upon the, shed. It will be 
easily seény that. the-“present. c@ndition 
of the shed is not due to a lack of repairs, 
but to the fact that the shed as original- 
ly constructed was faulty in almost every 
detail.’’

@ew York, October 30.—The cotton market 
opened steady, with prices 2 points higher to 
3 pointe jower.

These influ- 
ences, however. were regarded with indiffer- 
ence, there being a disposition to take the 
short side for a turn on account of the pros- 
pects for a large movement.

~Was encouraged as the seesion progressed, and 
\ the estimates for tomorrow's receipts at New 
Orleans and Houston were made public. Liv- 
erpool felt the effects of the depression here, 
and responded to the weakness, closing | to 
3 points lower for futures, though spot cotton 
in that market was 3 points higher. One fea- 
ture of the trading was the selling of January 
in the local market, and this naturally gave 
rise to rumors that the leacing bull interest 
was attempting to unload. ‘Taken altogether, 
iti wae a day of sagging though the 
market closed at a partial recovery from the 
low point, still showing a net 3 to 
6 points.
